Another thought is that if you can find a library with Electronics magazine 
going back to the 1940s - it was pretty thin during the war years since very 
little was being disclosed; but right after the war there were lots of 
articles and pictures of wartime technology.

Hey, my OM worked on the proximity fuze at the War Research Labs of the 
Universty of California, Pt. Loma, back in 43 or 44 or so, when he was 
between runs, I think, on liberty ships. He was doing something with 
the tube testing used in the things. He mentioned it several times 
when I was a kid, but I remember very little about it, unfortunately.

One of my friends here in Kingsport, James Henry, is credited with a lot of 
the development of proximity fuses while he was with Kodak during the war. 
Jim has been retired for many years but is still kicking so I guess it is 
time for a phone call. I remember him telling me how shell setback 
(acceleration) was used to burst a canister of sulfuric acid which ran 

back into dry charged lead-acid batteries to power the proximity fuse. 

The receiver was a super-regenerative one, I believe, and Jim told me 

that they worked long and hard on units that would start correctly 

without premature detonation. 


Jim was one of those fabulous inventors who could come up with hundreds 
of interesting ideas a day. Unfortunately his Eastman management rarely 
recognized his talents. He had more patents alone than did the rest of 
our research division combined. Many of his wartime patents are just now 
being declassified. I still occasionally hear of other patents being 
granted to Jim for his work at Kodak in WWII; I think he gets a dollar 
and a handshake for each one. [If I sound a little bitter for Jim, it is 
because he interviewed me years ago when I came to work here. He was one 
of the prime reasons I went to work for this chemical company. ] 


Kodak's Apparatus Division did quite a bit of defense work in WWII. I 
have a VHF Command Receiver at home made by Kodak. Tennessee Eastman was 
the original contractor for what is now Oak Ridge (then Clinton 
Engineering Works). Union Carbide took over after we pulled out and now 
Martin Marietta has the contract. Eastman Chemical still operates 
Holston Army Ammunition Plant in Kingsport making RDX and HMX explosives.

I found a 1946-47 model Hallicrafters S-38 (no suffix!) at a swapmeet 
this weekend and was able to take it off the owner's hands for $10. A 
little cleanup, and peaking of the RF stage (tune for loudest QRN) 
brought the thing to life! It still has a few problems, but it is quite 
like the receiver I used when I first was licensed in 1958. My hope is 
to build a QRP combo using the S-38 and a companion 6V6 Tri-tet 
oscillator (which was my first xmtr). The RCVR came without 
schematic/owners manual/etc ((((what a surprise!!)))) and I'm wondering 
if anyone on the list might have anything that could help. I'd be proud 
to pay copying costs, postage, mileage, etc. 


A friend faxed me a copy of a schematic for an S-38C, which is close -- 
because the S-38C looks similar but the design is somewhat dissimilar. And 
later models used miniature tubes and had a different case and dial 

((the S-38E isn't even close))! 


This RCVR is a bit unusual in that unlike later models which 

used only 5-tubes -- this is a six tube model: 35L6, 35Z6, 

2-12SK7, 1-12SQ7 and an unknown octal tube (((which has been 

replaced by an octal base whose major pins are neatly soldered 

to a 7-pin miniature socket, upon which rests a 12BE6))). Does anyone 
know what original tube the 12BE6 replaces? Anyone have any paperwork 
on this? Pls and tnx and 73/72

Subject: R4C audio... 


While recovering from a bout with the flu last week, I had time to 
stare at the schematic of my R4C and think about why its audio sounds 
so bad and what could I do about it. I know that there is a mod board 
that you can buy, but I figured "Hey, it's only audio, it can't be too 
hard to fix..." Anyhow, I used my freebie version of PSPICE to 
simulate the first audio stage and found out that its response looks 
pretty bad. It's about 10 db down at 300 Hz, peaks at about 2 KHz, 
and is about 6 db down at 3 KHz. Maybe that's "communications 
quality" but it looks pretty peaky to me. Fiddling with the 
simulation, I found that if I increase the input coupling cap to about 
2uf, lower the collector-emitter Miller cap to 200 pf (from 0.001uf), 
and drop the collector bypass cap to 0.001uf from 0.005uf, the audio 
looks flat from about 100Hz to 5KHz. Time to pull out the soldering 
iron. 


Anyhow, anyone else ever take a look at the R4C audio section and do 
some mods? I just want it to sound as good as the old R4...

3. Really appreciate the tales of the old coastal stations and the 600 m watch. 
This needs to be documented for the future before the participants are not 
available to tell their stories. 


4. The OTB did a very good series of articles on the HRO including interviews 
with Millen himself. I believe it was written by Alan Douglass of Pocasset, MA 
who is a noted historian though not a ham. Millen talked about plans for a 


transceiver made by National of which only 1 prototype was made. The "HRO" 
stood for Ham Radio Operator and Millen , a mechanical engineer by training, 
was designing what he thought would be the ham's dream RX. Of course, the 
connection with Pan-Am was helpful in defining specs as well. An interesting 
bit of trivia...the district RI visited the plant and saw the proto HRO and 
was so impressed that he offered to pull a favor for Millen. Millen had just 
applied to get his license renewed and the RI promised to change his call to 
"HRO" after the receiver. The HRO came out and when Millen received his new 
call was....... W1HR...X! Just another example of government efficiency. All 
of this material is in the referenced article.

Weelll111, not quite. I would suggest that the TCK was the equivalent 
of the BC-610/T-368 class rig. A later variant would be the AN/SRT-14. 
The TBM was a full kilowatt job, all the way. It used an 860 125 watt 
power oscillator, followed by two 860 buffer/multipliers, followed by 


an 861 power amp. Thems a bit more gusto than the 4-400A of the T-368 
(if my offhand memory marbles are not wholly jumbled up this early 
in the morning on monday..... C:ttti.... yee 


The thing is a very nice rig, tho, but I just don't know where I would 
fit the beastie in.... (:+}4..... About all I could add to the shack 
without bustin' the concrete slab would be a TCK or a T-368 (actually, 
my shack would go better with the TCK as a companion to the RAL's). 


Finding spare 860's and 861's would be a real bear, these days. 
Nothing else would fit correctly, although you might drop 813's in 
in place of the 860's (or maybe 803's). The 861 is a one and only 
sized tube that is mounted upside down in the final, and you would 
have a dickens of a time replacing it with anything but an 861. 


High voltages were 500vdc, 2000vdc, and 3000vdc, plus filament, control and 
blower power (The oscillator is blower cooled for temperature control). 


If memory serves me correctly there was a separate modulator chassis 
about the same size as the transmitter and a separate power supply, 
also about the same size as the transmitter. Each unit weighs in 

at about 1000 lbs, give or take a few hundred. 


The TBK was the cw only version (just the power supply and transmitter). 
The TBM was the fone/cw version (all three units combined) . 


My suspicion is that the TBL is probably the LF/MF version that was 
the companion rig for shore stations or ships. 


The TBM was rated at 75 watts up to 9mhz, and the final was switched out 
in the low power mode. The normal output was guaranteed to be 750-1000 
watts. That translated to almost 4 kw input keydown. Keying was up 

to 300 wpm via machine keying. 


There may be a manual in our govdocs library, that I remember stumbling 
across, one day. I will try to go check it out if I get some time 
today.

You are probably right about GE or Westinghouse. I doubt if TMC used 
861's in their gear. I just checked my 1960 ARRL handbook and they 
only show a figure number for the basing of the 861. Looks to be a 
special tetrode, as you previously indicated. 


VVV Vv 


The 861 is something like a UV204A with a sidearm for the grid lead and 
the plate lead coming out the top. It is about the same size, roughly, 
as a UV204A, or maybe a little larger (maybe 20-24 inches tall). 


I think the filament is about 11 volts at 10 amps or so. 

The tube is mounted vertically, upside down, to prevent filament sag 
and shorting of the elements. How many of us routinely mount our 
204's, 849's 861's upside down..... (Gos eee , as they should be. 


The plate dissipation should be around 500 watts. 
Full power is an easy kilowatt at 3000-3500 volts. 


The 861 is about the largest production air cooled tube from that 
era, although Heintz and Kaufmann and maybe Federal made one size 
larger air cooled tetrode. Look in a 1946 or so Radio Handbook. 

It is close to the end of the tube section on transmitting tubes, 
indicating it as one of the biggies. There are few larger in specs, 
until one gets to the water cooled broadcasting tubes or the modern 
force feed cooling tubes for which EiMac is famous. 


An 861 would make a very interesting electron coupled Hartley or 
Colpitts oscillator, as outlined in James B. Dow's original articles 
in the early 1930's. He used the 860 as one of the test tube types. 
That was the 125 watt little brother of the 861. It is interesting 
that the TBM essentially took Dow's ideas and put them into practice 
for a power electron coupled oscillator. 


> Well the rig is supposedly 3 feet or so wide, which is about the same as 
> the T-368, so if you have ceiling space, it should fit in ur shack! :-) 


Yeah, it would fit in about the same floor space, but my 4 inch thick 
basement slab would crack and disintegrate under that kind of mass load. 
That is probably even too much boatanchor, even for **Boatanchor Bob''! 
(Yikes! Did I really say that....... C:ttt..... )
